At its conclusion however, 
while no formal stdtement was give-n out 
il was intimnted that nothing of impor- 
tance had been accomplished. 


COAL PKESIDKNT? CONFER. 


NEW YORK. Oct. 13.—A conference 


of the heads of the coal railroads was 
held here today the result of winch ac- 
cording to the statement of one of those 
present may be a definite step toward 
the settlement of the coal strike. The 
conference was held in the office of E. li.

PARIS, Oct. 13.—Debradsky, the aero- 


naut and Morin, his companion 
were 


killed by falling from a dirigible balooh 
today. 


The balloon started from the aerostatic 


?tation at Vaugiriarc, a suburb of this 
city at 7:55 a> m., on a trial trip- After 
preliminary maneuvering with a rope at- 
tachment Debradsky released the baloon 
and proceeded southward at a height of 
300 or 400 feet- 
The propellers of the 


machine appeared to work 
well. The 


rudder, however was not quite successful, 
At about 9:30 tbe balloon had returned 
to above the point of departure and then 
it gradually mounted higher and higher 
until it disappeared in the. clouds. The 
prefect of police later received a dispatch 
announcing the fall of the balloon near 
St. Dennis five and a half miles from the 
center of Paris, and adding that its two 
occupants were killed- 


The accident occurred abou£ 
9:30. 


When the balloon was above Stains, near 
St. Dennis, the ropes attaching the car 
to She balloon broke from some unknown 
•cause and the car, with its occupants, 
(Debradsky and Morin,) was dashed to 
•the ground and the aeronauts met in- 
stant death. The balloon itself 
disap- 


peared in the clouds.

PIONEER ODD FELLOW DEAD 


Andrew Qnlnnl>l«» at L» Croi», Hayiag 


Kcaolied the Aff*of 83. 


LA CROSSB, Oct. 13.—Andrew Quinn, 


one of the pioneer residents of La Crosse, 
and the oldest Odd Fellow in tho state, 
died here at the advanced age of 83 
years. He was the oldest member of tho 
La, Crosse Shoe company firm- He cswo 
to La Cro9sc in fihe fifties and lived hero 
continuously.

canopy there sleeps a man every night 
jii the week and he silently and vigilantly 
tvatchs a new made grave. In that 
grave- lies buried the body of a beautiful 
little daughter of a Reading citizen- She 
was taken sick a number 'of weeks ago 
and although a very healthy child, died 
within two days. The loss almost drove 
tho mother insane, >rears ago an ef- 
fort was made- to rob the grave of a 
member of her family. 
This and 
the 


fact that many bodies' have been stolen 
from grave yards in Indiana and Illinois, 
and traced to college.*, made the mother 
nervous. She feared that perhaps some 
ghoul might steal the body of her child 
The husband, in order to relieve 
her 


mind, engaged a man to sleep within a 
few fcot of the little grave for a period 
of sixty days and this man' can be Seen 
faithfully performing his 
duty 
every 


night. 


The fact that many people have seen 


the tent and at the same 'time a"' light 
l«id to -the report that the parent? of 
the little girl buried in the new 'grave", 
had received a letter of warning-that an 
attempt would be made to steal the body 
and that the. authorities had engaged' a 
man to remain at the cemetery nights 
and parade the grounds. This '-upon -in- 
vestigation was found to be untrue and 
the real facts' ascertained. 
So far as 


known there never wae a case of body 
stealing at Mound cemetery for the sixty 
years of its existence, but is in very easy 
of access and if in future years any bod- 
ies happen to be stolen, the mother oi 
the little girl Whose body is now being 
watched, will know that her little one 
lies buried itt peace.

HOW ABOUT FREIGHT RATES! 
Chicago Daily News: That the ability: 


of the anthracite coal interests to main- 
tain high prices and monopolize the busi- 
ness is dne in large measure to their con- 
trol of the coal-carrying roads is well 
known. Reports made as to high freight 
rates for coal only show the extent of 
of the evil. Wheat, for instance, can be 
shipped from Chicago to New York for 
Sy, mills a ton a mile and lumber for 5 
mills a ton a mile. A shipment of an- 
thracite coal from the mines to Buffalo 
is paid for at the rate, of $2.20 a ton for 
a distauuee of 205 miles, or for about 
8 1-3 mills a mile. Comparing these 
charges with the. rates for merchandise 
shipments, their unreasonable character 
becomes simply grotesque. 


High coal prices we in port traceable 


to the system which 
enables 
the coal 


roads to" establish extortionate rates for 
transportation and figure the cost in fix 
ing the-price to the consumer. This ia 
only one of the more exasperating of the 
flagrant evils rising from the control of 
freight rates for the purposes of monop- 
oly. 
Because of their control of the 


lines of transporation the coal interests 
are able to force prices as high as the 
public can be made to pay. 
Because of 


a similar misuse of railway privileges, 
by means of friendly agreements with 
railways, other trusts favored with, low 
rates are able to undersell and destroy 
their competitors. 
In both cases the 


manipulation 
of freight 
privileges 
is 


made to redound to the benefit of the op- 
pressive corporation and to the, detri 
ment of the public. 


This question is of especial interest 


just at present, -when plans for restrain' 
ing monopolies are occupying so large t 
share of public attention. Among al 
the special privileges which powerful cor 
porations enjoy at the present time that 
of discrimination in freight rates is one 
of the most important. It is the most 
immediately effective of all the weapons 
which trusts may use to restrain com 
petition and extort unwarranted prices 
Though Mr. Roosevelt in past speeche 
has recognized the urgent need of strong 
cr interstate commerce regulation, h 
has had nothing 'to say on this phase o 
the question. He is opposed to the re 
moval of special tariff privileges, 
bu 


surely he in not opposed to the remova 
of railway favoritism. It is odd that u 
to the present this phase of the trus 
problem seems to have been ignored b, 
the administration speakers.

Instead of recognizing that it is only 


life and tho unintelligible mystery of 
life which make literature of any conso- 
quonco, they seem to fancy that litera- 
ture is tho chief concern and end of 
man's being. As a matter of fact litera- 
ture is to life what a dog's tail is to his 
body—a very valuable appontlago, but 
tho dog mnst wag tho tail, not tho tail 
the dog, au some of tbeao gentry would 
havo us to believe. Tho dof; could at a 
pinch make shift to do without the tail, 
but tho tail could under no circum- 
stances do without tho dog. 


You may screw a pencil into ono end 


of n pair of compasses and draw 33 
many circles of different sizes as you 
please, but it is from,tho other end that 
you must take yoar centers, and what 
tho pivot end is to the pencil lite mnst 
bo to literature. 
•

Hence it is my hnhit every now aid 


then to put away from me all that'is 
couuootod with books and tho making 
of books, and to Book only .to live my 
life and to possess my own soul and 
this wonderful world about us. 


At the particular date of which I nm 


writing the restlessness which is so 
often associated with tho literary tom- 
porument wns upon me. I c-avod 
change, excitement and adventures, and 
these the following up of thoolow which 
I held to tho identity of Captain Shan- 
non promised in abundance. 


As everything depended upon the as- 


sumption that James Mullen was, as 
was stated, Cnptaiu Shannon, the first 
question which I felt -it necessary se- 
riously to cousi.' r wns whether tbo in- 
former's ovidri:. • •v:,- to be credited, 
and I did not- lc-. 
- ;t cf the fact that 


bis confessions, >.• : 
from being on- 


titled to bo res^i.ud as bonu fide evi- 
dence, wero to Lo received with vory 
gruvo suspicion.- At the best they miglit 
bo nothing more than tho invention of 
ono who had no information to give, 
but who hoped by means of them either 
to prevent or at least to stave off for a 
time tho otherwise inevitable death sen- 
tence whioh waa hanging oer hiu head. 


At tho worst it was possible that the 


protended qucon:s evidence had beau 
carefully prepared beforehand by Cap- 
tain Shannon"- and communicated by 
him to his agents, to bo used in tho 
event of any of them falling into tho 
hands of tho police. In thut case the 
(Statements which might thuabeput for- 
ward, BO far from being of assistance to 
the authorities, would be deliberately 
constructed with a view to confuso and 
mislead. 


Tho ono thing which I found i.t utter- 


ly impossible to reconcile with tho theo- 
ries I had previously formed about Cap- 
tain Shannon was that tho informer 
should have in his possession a portrait 
of his chief. 


Was it likely, 1 asked myself, that so 


cunning a criminal would, by allowing 
hie portrait to get,into the possession of 
bis agents, place himself at the mercy 
of any scoundrel who, for the «u&e"of an1 
offercd.raw.nrd, w.Qnld. be rjea.dy.io. .fco- 


trayTlis leader," ofoTifome coVKrd "wh'o, 
on falling into the hands of Che police, 
might offer to turn qneen'B evidence? 
Was it not fjjr more likely, on the con- 
trary, that the explanation of Captain 
Shannon's having so successfully elndad 
tha police nnd 'kept tho authorities in 
ignorance of his very identity -was that 
ha had carefully concealed that identity 
even from his own colleagues? 


Tho more I thought about it tho more 


assured I become thnt so crafty a man 
—a man who WM not only an artist, bnt 
a genius in crime—wonld trust abso- 
lutely no one with a secret thatconcern- 
ed his own safety. On the few occasions 
when ho would hare to oome into per- 
sonal relation with his confederates W 
seemed more than probable to me that 
ho wonlfl assume some definite and con- 
sistent disguise which -would mislead 
even'them In regard to his appearance 
and individuality. 


On being asked how the portrait got 


into his possession and whether it wag 
a good likeness the informer had re- 
plied that he had only seen Captain 
Shannon on a single occasion, when he 
met him one night by appointment at 
Eueton station. The portrait bad been 
sent home to him beforehand, so that 
he might havo no-difficulty in recogniz- 
ing the person to whom he was to de- 
liver a certain package,.and ho added 
that, so far as ho could see, it waa an 
excellent likeness. 


Sorcci such -explanation as this waa 


just what I had expected, for if the por- 
trait were intended, as I supposed, to 
mislead tho police I was sure that Cap- 
tain Shannon would invent some plausi- 
ble story to account for its being in the 
possession of one of his colleagues. Oth- 
erwise the faot of a mnn for whose nr- 
rest a> large reward had been offered 
having, for no apparent reason, present- 
ed his photograph to a fellow conspira- 
tor might arouse suspicion of the por- 
trait's genuineness. 


That the portrait represented not the 


real but the disguised Captain Shannon 
I was equally confident. I thought it 
more than possible that tho man I had to 
find would bo the exact opposite of the 
man who was thero portrayed and of 
tha informer's description. For instance, 
as the pictured Captain Shannon was 
evidently dark and was snid to be dark 
by the in-former, the real Captain Shan- 
non would probably be fair, as the more 
dissimilar was the real Captain Shannon 
from the Captain Shannon for whom 
tho police were smirching the less like- 
ly would they bo to find him. 


Theu, again, it had been particularly 


stated by the informer that James Mnl 
len wns slightly lame, and to this tho 
police attached tho greatest importance. 
The faot that the man they wanted hod 
an infirmity so easily recognized and so 
difficult to conceal was considered to 
narrow down the field of thuir investi- 
gations to tbo smallest compass and to 
render the fugitive's ultimate capture 
nothing less than a certainty. 


For myself I was not at all sure that 


this supposed lameness was not part 
and parcel of Captain Shannon's dis- 
guise. A sound xnau could easily T-irau- 
late lameness, bnt a lamo mnn could 
net so simulate soundness of limb, nnd 
I could not help thinking that if Cap- 
tain Shannon -were, as had been assert- 
ed, Icrne, ho would have taken caro to 
conceivl tho fact from his confederates. 


If tho police could bo induced to be- 


lieve that tho man they wuuted was 
lamo, they would not, iu all probabili- 
ty, bo inconveniently suspicions abonl 
the movements of a stranger, evidently 
of sound and equal limb, who mighl 
otherwise be called on to give an ao- 
count of himself. 


Being ourioaa to know what course 


they were pursuing I made it my bnsi- 
ness within the next few days i;o scrape 
an acquaintance with one of tho ticket 
coUootors at Enston. After propitiating 
'him in. the usual way by a judicious ap- 
plication of "palm oil" I ventured to 
put tho question whether ha had ot any 
time noticed a short, dark, lamo man 
on the platform where the Irish mail 
started. 


A bread grin came ovor the fellow's 


face in reply.

NEW YORK. Oct. 13.—An announced 


and unexpected conference here today 
of representatives of the coal carrying 
railroads led to renewed rumors of an 
impending settlement of the coal strike. 
The conference was held in the office of 
Jlr. Thomas, chairman of the Erie board 
and lasted one hour- Takn in connection 
with other conferences in Washington 
and Philadelphia and in this city over 
Sunday it was generally believed that 
some definite results would come from 
the meeting. At its conclusion however, 
while no formal statement was givc-n out 
it was intimated that nothing of impor- 
tance had been accomplished. 


COAL PRESIDENT? CONFER. 


NEW YORK. Oct. 13.—A conference 


of the heads of the coal railroads was 
held here today the result of which ac- 
cording to the statement of one of those 
present may be a definite step toward 
the settlement of the coal strike. The 
conference was held in the office of E. B. 
Thomas, chairman of the board of direct- 
ors of the Erie railroad and was partici- 
pated in by President Oliphant and Vice 
President Wilcox o f . the Delaware and 
Hudson; President Fowler of the Ontar- 
io and Western and President Truesdalc 
of the Delaware1., Lackawanna and West- 
ern. As

reports received 
from

sources there are few additional work- 
ers in the mines of this region today. 
The troops were out early and were not 
called upon to suppress any disorder. In 
some places detachments of troops were 
on duty near collieries all night and at 
other points soldiers were scattered in 
twos and threes along streets and on 
street corners.

When the 
police arrived they were directed to a dry- 
goods box on -the sidewalk in Georgia 
street opposite a wholesale dry goods 
store. 


On, the top of the box, in- a sitting pos- 


ture was a body tied in a sack. The 
form could plainly be seen. It was iden- 
tified as that of Mrs. Stilz. The patrol- 
men looked in the box and found another 
body also tied in a sack. The city dis- 
pensary ambulance was called to the 
place and the- bodies were sent to the 
morgue. 


A young man who telephones for the 


police was still there and he told the 
police that he was on his way to work- 
While passing the rear end of the Central 
College of Physicians and Surgeons in 
South Pennsylvania street he said he no- 
,ticed two -sacks filled with .something, 
lying near the rear door of the college. 
When he walked into*Georgia street and 
saw the body sitting on the dry goods 
box, he realized that the sacks in the 
rear of the college probably contained 
bodies- 


Officers hurried to the- Central College 


building and took charge of the bodies 
lying in the alley. Each one was tied 
securely in a sack. When the sacks wero 
cut open it was found they contained the 
bodies of Miss Gates, and AVallac6 John- 
son. 


The finding of the bodies is thought to 


be due..to .the efforts of detectives who 
for several days have been talking with 
physicians not connected with any.of 
the colleges to use their influence in-hav- 
ing| the stolen bodies returned to; thett 
relatives.

Seventeen persons arc now under''ar- 


rest for grave-robbing.. .This list includes

The accident occurred about- 9:30. 


When the balloon was above Stains, near 
St. Dennis, the ropes attaching the car 
to tihe balloon broke from some unknown 
cause and the car, with its occupants,

from grave yards in Indiana and Illinois, 
and traced to colleges, made the mother 
nervous. She feared that perhaps some 
ghoul might steal the body of her child 
The husband, in order to relieve 
her 


mind, engaged a man to sleep within a 
few feot of the little" grave for a period 
of sixty days and this man1 can be Seen 
faithfully performing his .duty 
every 


night. 


The fact that many people "have seen 


the tent and at the same 'time it''light 
lead to -the report that the parents'of 
the little girl buried in the new 'grave, 
had received a letter of warning-that-/an 
attempt would be made to steal the body 
and that the authorities had engaged a 
man to remain at the cemetery nights 
and parade the grounds. This i upon 
vestigation was found to be untrue and 
the real facts" ascertained. . So far as 
known there never was a case of body 
stealing at Mound cemetery for the sixty 
years of its existence, but is is very easy 
of access and if in future years any bod- 
ies happen to be stolen, the mother ol 
the little girl tyhose body is now being 
watched, will know that her little one 
lies buried in peace.

HOW ABOUT FREIGHT RATES? 
Chicago Daily News: That the ability'. 


of the anthracite coal interests to main- 
tain high prices and monopolize the busi- 
ness is dne in large measure to their con- 
trol of the coal-carrying, roads is well 
known. Reports made .as to high freight 
rates iqr coal only show the extent of 
of the evil. Wheat, for instance, can be 
shipped from Chicago to New York for 
Sy2 mii's a ton a mile and lumber for 5 
mills a ton a mile. A shipment of an- 
thracite coal from the mines to Buffalo 
is paid for at the rate, of $2.20 a ton for 
•a distanuce of 265 > miles, or, for about 
8 1-3 mills a mile. Comparing 
these 


charges with, the rates for merchandise 
shipments, their unreasonable character 
becomes simply grotesque. 


High coal prices are in part traceable 


to the system which enables the coal 
roads to establish extortionate rates for 
transportation and figure the cost in fix- 
ing the-price to the consumer. This is 
only one of the more exasperating of the 
flagrant evils rising from the control of 
freight rates for the purposes of monop- 
oly. 
Because of their control of the 


lines of transporation the coal interests 
are able to forcii prices as high' as the 
public can be made to pay. Because of 
a similar misuse of railway privileges 
by means of friendly agreements with 
railways, other trusts favored with low 
rates are able to undersell and destroy 
their competitors. 
In both cases the 


manipulation of freight 
privileges 


made to redound to the benefit of the op 
pressive corporation and to the detri 
ment of the public. 


This question is of especial interes 


just at present, when plans for restrain 
ing monopolies are occupying so large a. 
share of public attention. Among al 
the special privileges which powerful eor 
porations enjoy at the present time thai' 
of discrimination in freight rates is oni 
of the most important. It is the nios 
immediately effective of all the weapon; 
which trusts may use to restrain com 
petition and extort unwarranted prices 
Though Mr. Roosevelt in past specche 
has recognized the urgent need of strong 
er, interstate, commerce regulations, h 
has had nothing 'to say on this, phase o 
the question. He ia opposed to the re 
moval - of special - tariff privileges, 
bu 


surely he is not opposed to the remova 
of railway favoritism. It is odd •.that u 
to the present' this phase of the trus 
problem se^ms to have been ignored 'b 
the administration speakers.

gentleman feu without a cry, and the

Cnriotisry enough it was in connection

sorrows and hope of immortality, for 
no other reason t,aan that they should 
have something to ;<vrite about. 


Instead of recognizing that it is only 


life and tha unintelligible mystery of 
life which make literature of any conse- 
quence, they seem to fancy that litera- 
ture is the chief concern and end of 
man's being. As a matter of fact litera- 
ture is to life what a dog's tail is to his 
body—a very valuable appendage, but 
the dog mnst wag the tail, not the tail 
the dog, as some of theee gentry wonld 
bava us to believe. The dog could at a 
pinch make shift to do without the tail, 
but the tail could -under no circum- 
stances do without the dog. 


You may screw a pencil into one end 


cf a pair of compasses and draw as 
many circles of different sizes as you 
please, but it is from .the other end that 
you must take your centers, and what 
tho pivot end is to' the pencil life mast 
bo to literature. 
•

Hence it is my habit every now-Mid 


then to put away from me all that'is 
connected with books and the making 
cf books, and to seek only .to live my 
life and to possess my own sonl and 
this wonderful world about us. 


At the particular date of which I am 


writing 
the restlessness which is so 


often associated with the literary tern 
perament was upon me. I craved 
change, excitement and adventures, and 
those the following np of tho olew which 
I held to the identity of Captain Shan- 
non promised in abundance. 


As everything depended upon the as- 


sumption that James Mullen was, as 
was stated, Captain Shannon, the first 
question whicli I felt it necessary se 
rionsly to consi." r u-ns whether tho in- 
former's ovidoi:-,: ••v.-.s to be credited, 
and I did not lc.-.,- .-.":: cf the fact that 
his confessions, t-., :' : from being on 
titled to bo resun.cd as bona fide evi- 
dence, were to be received with-vory 
grave suspicion. At the best they, might 
be nothing more than the invention of 
one who had no information to givo, 
but who hoped by means of them either 
to prevent or at least to stave off for a 
time the otherwise inevitable death sen- 
tence whioh was hanging oer his head. 


At the worst it was possible that the 


pretended queen's evidence had been 
carefully prepared beforehand by Cap- 
tain Shannon"' and communicated by 
him to his ngonts, to be used in the 
event of any of them falling into the 
hands of the police. In that case the 
statements which might thusbepnt :for 
ward, so far from being of assistance to 
the authorities, wonld be deliberately 
constructed with a view to confuse and 
mislead. 


The one thing which I found it utter- 


ly impossible to reconcile with the theo- 
ries I bad previously formed abont Cap- 
tain Shannon was that tha informer 
should have in his possession a portrait 
of his chief. 


Was it likely, I asked myself, that so 


cunning a criminal would, by allowing 
bis portrait to get .into the possession of 
bis agents, place himself at the men; 
of any scoundrel who, for the sake"of an 
offered.rflw.ari KQnld be 


wh'o, i 


on falling into tha bands of tbe police, 
might offer to turn queen's evidence? 
Was it not f$r tnora likely, on the con- 
trary, tbat tbe explanation of Captain 
Shannon's having so successfully eluded 
tha police and ".kept the authorities in 
ignorance ol his very identity was that 
he had oareftrlly concealed t ft at identity 
even from bis own colleagues? 


The more I thought about it the more 


assured I became that so crafty a man 
—a man who was not only an artist, but 
a genins in crime—would trust abso- 
lutely ao one with a secret that concern- 
ed his own safety. On the few occasions 
when he wonld have to oome into per- 
sonal relation with his confederates it 
seemed more than probable to ' me that 
he would assume some definite and con- 
sistent disguise which wonld mislead 
even -them In regard to his appearance 
and individuality. 


On being asked how the portrait got 


into bis possession and whether it wag 
a good likeness the informer bad re- 
plied that be bad only seen Captain 
Shannon on a single occasion, when ha 
met him one night by appointment at 
Enston station. The portrait had been 
sent home to him beforehand, so that 
he might have no difficulty in recogniz- 
ing the person to whom he was to de- 
liver a certain package,.and he added 
tbat, so far as he could see, it was an 
excellent likeness. 


Some snob-explanation as this was 


just what I had expected, for if the por- 
trait were intended, as I supposed, to 
mislead the police I was sure that Cap- 
tain Shannon would invent some plausi- 
ble story to account for its being in the 
possession of one of his colleagues. Oth- 
erwise the faot of a man for whose ar- 
rest a large reward bad been offered 
having, for no apparent reason, present- 
ed bis photograph to a fellow conspira- 
tor might arouse suspicion of tha por- 
trait's genuineness. 


That the portrait represented not the 


real but the disguised Captain Shannon 
I was equally confident. I thought it 
more than possible that the man I bad to 
find wonld be the exact opposite of the 
man who was there portrayed and of 
the informer's description. For instance, 
as the pictured Captain Shannon was 
evidently dark and was said to be dark 
by the informer, the real Captain Shan- 
non wonld probably be fair, as the more 
dissimilar was tbe real Captain Shannon 
from the Captain Shannon for whom 
the police were searching the less like- 
ly would 'they be to find him.

The faot that the man they wanted had 
an infirmity so easily recognized and BO 
difficult to conceal was considered to 
narrow down the fiald of thoir investi- 
gations to tee smallest compass and to 
render the fugitive's ultimate capture 
nothing less than 11 certainty. 


For myself I was not at all sure that 


this supposed lameness was not part 
and parcel of Captain Shannon's dis- 
guise. A sound man could easily •simu- 
late lameness, but a lame man conic 
not so simulate, soundness of limb, nnd 
1 could not help1 thinking that if Cap- 
tain Shannon were, aa had been assert- 
ed, Inme, he would have taken caro to 
conceal the fact from his confederates. 


If the police could' be induced to be- 


lieve tbat tbe ma-n they wunted was 
lame, they would not, in all probabili- 
ty, be inconveniently suspicious aboul 
the movements of a stranger, evidently 
of sound and equal limb, who might 
otherwise be called on to give an ac- 
count of himself. 


Being curious to know what course 


they were pursuing I made it my busi- 
ness within the next few days to scrape 
an acquaintance with one of the ticket 
collectors at Euston. After propitiating 
him in the usual way by a judicious ap- 
plication of "palm oil" I ventured to 
put the question whether he had at any 
tirae noticed a short, dark, lame man 
on the platform where the Irish mai. 
started.

I assured him that I was not a detect-

"beating of the heart in dead animals- 
'After. -be had mojde 4he experiment a 
hundred times on rabbits, cats, dogs and 
'other animate, he tried the heart of a 
man who died of typhoid fever. 


The doctor has cronstraoted-'an appara- 


tus by means of which he introduces a 
'certain -fluid into the-Jteart and registers 
its beatings. In quadrupeds the heart 
-began? to bent after as much as 129 hours 
'after death; in birds, after three days. 


The apparatus proved too small for 


the man's heart, so Dr. Kutebko tried it 
upon the hea-rfci of children taken from 
!itheir bodies two days after death. He 
was about to .-give up the effort -to revive 
the- first child's heart, when he was 
called away because a visitor wished to 
see him. When he returned twenty 
minutes later he discovered that the 
heart pulsated regularly. It was "alive" 
for about an hour, then ceased to beat. 


The doctor's repeated experiments 


have shown that it takes longer to re- 
vive the human, heart than the hearts 
of animals. Even "wiih his crude -instru- 
ments he has 
succeeded in 
reviving 


hearts two days after drath- When the 
instruments are improved the beatings 
certainly will continue longer than an 
hour. At present the discovery is prac- 
tically valuable only in proving beyond 
doubt that attempts to revive drowned 
or suffocated individuals have not 'been 
carried on long enough, and should not 
be desisted from before many hours have 
passed-

OIL SOAKED BRICKS 


CAN BE USED A*FUEL. 


Innovation in Heating line May 


Believe tha Threatened Coal Famine 
•A'Philadelphia, idea of rising porous 


brick wen soaked with oil for fuel and 
heating purposes is rapidly spreading 
throughout the country. A Philadelphia 
dispatch sayat 


"Bricks'bid fair to rival coal as a fuel 


in this city. Thousands of pepons al- 
ready are burning bricks soaked in coal 
oil, and nearly every brickyard in the 
ctty reports a run. At one brickyard in 
the northern part of tie city it was re- 
ported tha* several-wagon loa<3s»oi bricks 
Kod been sold in lots of eight to twenty 
to each person- 


This innovation, which may in a large 


measure relieve the coal famine in this 
city, is the result of the invention of a 
woman. She told an oil wagon man how 
to burn bricks, and he told his custom- 
ers. Experiments have proved -the value 
of her discovery. 


One large, porus brick, soaked 
all 


night in oal oil, will barn brilliantly for 
over two hours, and if placed in the nre 
pot of a kitchen nvnge will furnish suf- 
ficient heat to cook a meal. Threa or 
four bricks placed in a heater will warm 
a.house for nearly three hours.' The 
bricks can be used as often as desired. 
Persons who have made the experiment 
are delighted, and many of them 
say 


they shall continue to born oil in this 
way in their cooking ranges-, even- after 
'the coal strike is ended. 


Each brick has attached to it a piece 


of wire with a loop so that it may be 
easily lifted out of the stove. A very 
porous, soft brick will hold 
almost 
a 


quart of oil if allowed, to soak all nfght. 
One brickyard here is making a special 
porous brick for this purpose- 


MOLINKUX'S SECOND TRIAL

trial of Roland B. Molineux, accused of 
the murder of Mrs. Catherine J. Adams 
on Dec. 18, 1998, was called today after 
many delays and adjournments in the 
criminal branch of the supreme court.

Trunk in the Possession of C. E, 


Colder is a Very Rare Curi- 


osity. 


C. B. Golder, of the firm of Crane & 


Colder, has in his possession one of the 
greatest and most valuable curiosities 
seen in the Belle City for many years. 
It is a trunk received by him a few days 
ago from Mrs. S. P. Wilbour, of Delavan, 
and filled with apples. The. trunk, for 
many years, was stored in the attic of 
Mrs. Wilbour's home. It is ninety-six 
years old", having been purchased in the 
•state of Xew York, in 1806, by a family 
named Allen, and who are still the own- 
ers. The trunk has traveled from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific coast, time and 
time again. On one end of the curiosity 
is a label, bearing the following inscrip- 
ton: 
"Congress Hall; the most spacious 


house in the city; near the steamboat 
landing; 
one dollar per day; 
stages 


leave this house daily for Janesville, Be- 
loit, Rockford, Madison, Galena and oth- 
er intermediate places." It is signed T. 
Stephens, Racine, Wis., 1851. Readers 
of the Journal will remember Congress 
hall, which was located at the corner of 
Lake avenue and Third streets. In early 
days it was conducted 
by Manager 


Stephens and later by the late Seneca 
Raymond. 
The label shows that 
the 


trunk was being shipped about this vi- 
cinity over half a century ago. It is 
highly valued as a. curiosity by the pres- 
ent owner.
